Mf 
Rose too small to do well; remember you were small once. 
There are many sections of our country where Roses do 
perfectly well and where the one-year plants will make 
strong bushes in a summer, flowering continually through- 
out the season. The roots of the one-year plants _ be- 
ing carefully protected in pots, permits of the shipping 
and successful planting of them anywhere. Roses of this 
size are to be recommended for all Rose-growing sections. 
If you wish the largest and best Roses for better effect and 
more bloom, then Roses of the two-year size from pots are 
to be recommended. These are, of course, much larger and 
heavier than one-year size and must, of course, be consid- 
ered better for planting in beds and borders and in filling 
out landscape effects. Roses of this size bloom early in the 
season and give excellent satisfaction in every way. They, 
of course, cost considerably more than the one-year plants, 
but are generally preferred and considered worth the differ- 
ence in price. 


Advantage of Pot-Grown Roses 


There is another advantage in planting pot-grown Roses; 
namely, that they can be planted at any time of the year. 
This cannot be said of home grown field Roses or imported 
or grafted Roses. Such plants must be planted before they 
start into growth and the planting time is exceedingly short, 
and with these the best results can only be obtained when 
handled by an experienced Rosarian. Wauth pot-grown Roses 
it is different. The ball of earth contains all of the fine 
fibrous roots, and when the plants are shipped transplanting 
can be done with no more injury to the plant than if the 
Rose had simply been removed to a larger size pot. The 
growth continues just the same and the roots do not have 
to establish themselves, as is the case with the dormant 
plants. This kind of a Rose, being in a growing condition 
can be planted at any time through the growing season, and 
in this has many advantages. 

Have your Roses on hand after all danger of frost has 
passed, and prepare the planting ground, which should 
be in a sunny location and apart from trees, overhang- 
ing buildings, shady locations, etc., by digging and work- 
ing it as thoroughly as possible, same as for other plants. 
If possible, choose a cloudy day for planting, and do not 
allow roots to become dry. Make a hole large enough to 
admit.the plant with the roots spread out in their natural 
position; then cover carefully, and press the soil firmly down 
and bring the roots in contact with the soil; then pour in 
water enough to wet the roots thoroughly, add more earth 
to fill the hole, and tread firmly down with the foot. 

Remember there is much in common between animal and 
plant life, both demanding for their perfect development a 
sufficiency of nourishing food and drink, a temperature as 
equable as possible and thorough cleanliness. A careful ob- 
servance of this law is bound to bring success.

The most prdeiblene Rose 
er growers of today are growing Roses 
on their own roots, fully recognizing their superiority for 
the garden and the lawn. Very often it happens that the 
shoot of the variety budded onto the wild root will be 
broken off in packing or after planting or for some rea- 
son dies down; the plant is then entirely worthless. With 
an ‘‘own root” Rose you may break it or cut it back clear 
down to the roots without harm, as in sprouting from 
the roots the genuine variety only will be produced. In 
cold sections tender sorts often winter-kill from the top down 
to the roots; a budded plant in such a case is thereafter 
worthless, but not so with an own-root one. Many of the 
budded plants are so ungainly, crooked and scaggly that 
shapely plants cannot be made out of them, and in conse- 
quence they are totally unfit for the lawn and garden. 
Nearly all budded Roses are grown on the wild Manetti 
Rose stock. It is natural for this stock to go dormant or 
partially so during the winter, and therefore when an ever- 
blooming variety is budded on this stock it is bound to im- 
pair the blooming quality of the plant for quite a portion of 
the year. A rose grown on its own roots—very naturally 
the roots and top will work in unison. This is an im- 
portant point. It follows, therefore, that only professional 
gardeners, who thoroughly understand the science of budding 
and the growing of budded Roses should ever undertake the 
planting of budded Roses.

As soon as danger of 
frost is over, plant the Chrysanthemums out in a bed, in good, rich soil, in a 
well drained location. When the plants get to be eight or ten inches high, nip 
out the tops to make them branch. When branches start out well from the top, 
and are several inches long, nip the tops of them also, in order to induce more 


branches. This should not be continued later than the 1st of August, as, in rime 
about a month from that time, they will begin to make buds. When the buds and 
appear, if large flowers are wanted, allow only one, the center bud, to remain Pompone 
on each branch, but if quantity is wanted and not quality; they may all remain, Hard 
but the flowers will be much smaller.

Failure in getting satisfactory 
results from seed planted may be attributed to the manner in which the seed is sown rather than the lack of germinating 
power in seed, and seedsmen are unjustly censured when the fault lies in the cultivator and not in the seed. 

Sowing of Seeds—Spade the soil in the seed bed to a good depth, work it over and over with the spade in order to 
mash the small clods. Sow the seed in drills or broadcast, aceording to the kinds, covering carefully and lightly, there 
being more danger in covering too much than not enough. Never allow the seed to remain in dry soil. 

For seeds that require an early start, to secure blooms before frost, sow in shallow wooden boxes, in good garden soil. 
Cover seeds very lightly, keeping the box in a sunny window, covering the box with a pane of glass until the seeds begin to 
sprout, but never allow the soil to become too dry. , | 

Transplanting of Seedlings—Do not allow the little plants started in the boxes to grow too tall before transplant- 
ine: Care should be taken in watering the seedlings well after planting and to protect from the sun for a few days with 
light paper. 

Flowers from seed are usually known as annuals, biennials and perennials. 

Annuals bloom and ripen seed the first year, and then perish, 

Biennials do not generally flower the first year, and are in perfection only one year. 

Perennials continue to flower several years in succession. Many of them bloom the first year if sown early.
